Guide dogs get 
a start right here

Throughout Ukiah, families, parents and 
students are getting involved in training 
some very special dogs. As part of the local 
4-H guide dog-training program, 
Pathfinders, local families and students are 
given the opportunity to train guide dogs for 
the blind as part of a nationwide program, 
appropriately named Guide Dogs for the 
Blind. 

GDFTB is a nonprofit, charitable organi- 
zation providing guide dogs -- at no charge - 
- throughout the United States and Canada. 
With two training facilities along the West 
Coast, one in San Rafael and the other in 
Boring, Ore., GDFTB has graduated more 
than 10,000 guide dogs. 

Nancy Steiner is the leader of Pathfinders 
in Ukiah and has been involved with training 
guide dogs since 1999. Pathfinders is a local 
nonprofit group helping people and families

In January, “Hawaii,” a black lab, grad- 
uated as a guide dog and is now living in 
Southern California guiding her blind part- 
ner, Vivian Younger, a rehabilitation spe- 
cialist. “Hawaii” was raised by Anne 
Molgaard and Michael Kisslinger and their 
two children, Zane and Aleyna. Hawaii was 
a happy and enthusiastic puppy and attend- 
ed many events as well as worked with her 
family. Vivian has been blind since age 2, 
and Hawaii guides her across eight lanes of 
traffic on her way to work. 


In May, the Johnson family presented, 
“Truckee,” a yellow Lab, to his new part- 
ner, Cristina Wheeler, a college student liv- 
ing in Texas. He is providing her with 
increased mobility, independence and com- 
panionship. Truckee was raised as a 4-H 
project by Chayton and Chesney Johnson, 
with help from the entire family. He attend- 
ed many 4-H meetings and swim meets, as 
well as camping trips and other local 
events. He was well-loved and socialized in 
preparation for his future guide work. 


AISED TO LEAD 


“Potter,” a German shepherd, was 
presented by the Steiner family to Roberto 
Herrera of Austin, Texas, where he is pro- 
viding increased mobility for Roberto as 
well as companionship. Roberto lost his 
guide dog to old age and was thrilled with 
Potter after waiting three years for anoth- 
er German shepherd. He said they bond- 
ed immediately during their three-week 
stay on campus for team training.

A 17-year-old Hopland boy was in serious 
condition in a Sonoma County hospital 
Tuesday after suffering a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound to the head Monday night in what the 
Mendocino County Sheriff’s Office is calling 
an accidental shooting.

“It looks like an avoidable situation,” 
Smallcomb said. 

The boy was transported by REACH air 
ambulance to Santa Rosa Memorial Hospital 
for treatment. Smallcomb said he is in serious 
condition and may not survive. 

Smallcomb said the handgun belongs to the 
boy, although California law does not allow 
anyone under the age of 18 years old to legally 
own a firearm. 

The boy’s parents were in the house when 
the shooting occurred, but were not in the room 
with him. Smallcomb said the Sheriff’s Office 
does not anticipate filing charges in this case.

‘Teen escapes

A 17-year-old boy who was arrested for giv- 
ing false identification to a police officer 
escaped custody briefly Sunday night before 
being rearrested and booked into Mendocino 
County Juvenile Hall. 

According to reports from the Mendocino 
County Sheriff’s Office, the boy was inside a 
vehicle in the 100 block of Laws Avenue at 7 
p.m. Sunday, when deputies approached him. 

The boy allegedly gave a false name to 
deputies, but Deputy Don Scott, who had 
arrived to assist, recognized the boy and arrest- 
ed him on suspicion of giving a false name to a 
police officer and on an outstanding juvenile 
warrant, according to sheriff’s reports. 

While en route to juvenile hall, the boy 
escaped from a sheriff’s vehicle near the inter- 
section of North Bush Street and Low Gap 
Road. The boy ran north and ducked into a 
house on Magnolia Street. 

With the help of officers from the Ukiah 
Police Department, sheriff’s deputies found 
and rearrested the boy on suspicion of escape in 
addition to the other charges.

Jesse also testified Tuesday 
that he witnessed Flitcroft 
grab Flores. 

“When I turned around, 
Rudy was being attacked by 
Brittany’s boyfriend,” Jesse 
said. 

Jesse testified that he hit 
Flitcroft “at least 10 times,” 
during the fight. He said he 
didn’t think he hurt Flitcroft. 
Jesse said he didn’t remember 
Flores or Skylar getting 
involved in the fight. 

Gloria testified that all 
three men were involved. 

After the fight, Gloria and 
Jesse left the party. Both testi- 
fied that they heard gunshots 
but neither saw Syfert shot. 

“T was scared,” Gloria said. 

Mendocino County 
Sheriff’s Detective Robert 
Crabb testified that he had 
seen Flitcroft at Howard 
Memorial Hospital that night. 
He said Flitcroft had suffered 
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injuries to his face and head 
and had bloody scratches on 
his elbows and knees. 

“There was what appeared 
to be a shoe-print on his fore- 
head,” Crabb said. 

It is not clear if Flitcroft 
sustained the injures in the 
fight with Jesse or in a second 
fight with Syfert’s family after 
he shot her. 

The defense does not deny 
that Flitcroft shot Syfert, but 
contends he did not mean to 
shoot her and was confused by 
darkness, alcohol and the 
beating he had received. 

The prosecution contends 
Flitcroft meant to shoot Syfert 
and that he did not suffer seri- 


ous injury in the first fight. 
Flitcroft fired seven times, hit- 
ting Syfert with five rounds 
and grazing one other person, 
Flores. 

The trial is scheduled to 


continue today with testimony 
from Mendocino County

-- some students as young as 9 
years old -- create the early 
foundation of skills and social- 
ization techniques for dogs that 
will require extensive training 
as part of the GDFTB program. 

“The dogs are like my chil- 
dren,” Steiner said. “They grow 
up and become a contributing 
member of society. It makes me 
feel good. All the focus is on the 
success of the dog.” 

Members of Pathfinders 
receive their puppies at around 6 
to 8 weeks old. The puppies are 
bred by GDFTB and are regis- 
tered with the American Kennel 
Club. 

From there, local families 
like Steiner’s help train the dogs 
to follow orders like “sit” and 
“stay,” but most importantly, the 
dogs learn to always walk on 
the left side of their owners and 
to defecate only on command. 

The training process varies 
for each dog, but most are ready 
to return to the GDFTB training 
facilities within 14 to 18 
months. While most of the skills 
learned while the dogs are in 
Ukiah seem standard for a dog, 
there are some special situa- 
tions. Zane Molgaard, who has 
worked with Pathfinders since 
he was 9 years old, explained 
that you can’t give the dogs 
table scraps or rubber balls for 
fear of creating bad habits. 

It’s easy to get attached to the 
dogs, said Molgaard. And while 
being a part of the training is 
something Zane’s parents enjoy, 
it’s seeing his personal growth 
within the program that brings a 
smile to their faces. 

“Well, the best part of it for 
me is the effect it has had on our 
children,” Zane’s father, 
Michael Kisslinger, said. “It 
wasn’t necessarily my project, it 
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was his (Zane’s). It really 
helped him understand respon- 
sibility.” 

In addition to the commands 
the dogs learn, the raisers also 
work to acclimate the dogs to 
different environments, Steiner 
said. Raisers will take their 
guide-dogs-in-training almost 
anywhere throughout Ukiah, 
including on buses, to restau- 
rants and even to movies. 

Steiner said she also takes the 
dogs she trains to the Bay area 
to teach them about life in the 
big city. She said it’s a good idea 
to take the dogs out to many dif- 
ferent situations to make sure 
they will acclimate to their new 
homes. “I like being able to take 
the dogs out,’ Molgaard said. 
“One time, we took ‘Hawaii’ to 
see the movie ‘Snow Dogs.” 

Once the dogs have been 
thoroughly trained, they are 
brought back to one of the 
GDFTB training centers, where 
professionals complete the rig- 
orous training process. 

The Pathfinders have had 
quite a bit of success this year, 
with three of the puppies trained 
by Ukiah families graduating as 
guide dogs from the training 
center in San Rafael. At the 
graduation, the raising families 
present the dogs to their new 
blind companions. This year 
Ukiah-trained dogs “Hawaii,” 
“Truckee” and “Potter” graduat- 
ed from the GDFTB training 
center and were presented to 
their owners. 

“Tt’s just an unselfish act of 
kindness to raise these dogs and 
give them back to GDFTB,” 
Steiner said.

Reggae Rising Festival sched- 
uled for Friday through Sunday 
at French’s Camp, 10 miles 
south of Garberville on 
Highway 101. 

Those driving through the 
area should expect short delays 
during the concert and delays of 
up to one-hour following the 
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conclusion of the event. 

Local traffic will be allowed 
to use State Route 271, 
Thursday through Monday. 

In addition, CalTrans also 
expects delays on State Route

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In a dry summer, powerful 
farmers negotiate water deal

FRESNO, Calif. — The U.S. 
government appears poised to 
turn over the rights to billions of 
gallons of water to a politically 
connected group of farmers, even 
as residents across the West are 
being asked let their lawns go 
brown and adopt other emergency 
measures to conserve water. 

Under a proposed settlement 
federal regulators are likely to 
present Wednesday in 
Washington, landowners in the 
Westlands Water District would 
gain the rights to 1 million acre 
feet of water, or 15 percent of the 
federally controlled water in 
California. That would make it 
the largest grant to irrigators since 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
was created in 1903, agency offi- 
cials said. 

If drought-like conditions per- 
sist, the deal would guarantee the 
farmers’ irrigation pumps will 
flow, even if that means some 
cities in the San Francisco Bay 
area will get less drinking water. 
That prospect has alarmed envi- 
ronmentalists and others seeking 
to preserve the state’s water sup- 
ply for cities and an estuary 
inhabited by an imperiled species 
of fish. 

“This new proposal appears to 
increase the opportunity for water 
diversions to the biggest farms of 
all,” said Hal Candee, a senior 
attorney with the Natural 
Resources Defense Council who 
is participating in the negotia- 
tions. “Can a proposal that 
appears to put a small group of 
farm operations ahead of the tax- 
payers and our fish and wildlife 
resources be justified because it 
may help one federal agency deal 
with a specific drainage prob- 
lem?” 

The Westlands Water District, 
a coalition of giant agribusinesses 
in the fertile San Joaquin Valley, 
draws its water from the Central 
Valley Project, a vast irrigation 
system that also supplies drinking 
water to about 1 million house- 
holds. 

A decade ago, the district sued 
the government after a botched 
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federal project left thousands of 
acres of cropland tainted by salty, 
polluted runoff, and caused the 
death or deformation of thou- 
sands of birds. The proposed 
water-rights deal would settle that 
lawsuit. 

One proposal obtained by The 
Associated Press would give 
Westlands members a stake in a 
massive reservoir, millions of 
dollars in pumps and pipes, and 
permanent rights to enough water 
to serve 8 million people in 
exchange for assuming the cost of 
cleaning up farmland left too 
salty to grow crops. Some other 
nearby districts would also be 
included in the agreement. 

Jeff McCracken, a bureau 
spokesman, said he could not 
confirm that this version would 
be proposed at Wednesday’s 
meeting in Sen. Dianne 
Feinstein’s office. 

A second, competing proposal 
would offer landowners a con- 
tract for less water but would still 
ensure that Westlands farmers get 
their water before cities in dense- 
ly populated Santa Clara and 


Contra Costa counties. It would 
also relieve the farmers of their 
responsibility to pay for much of 
the cost of building the Central 
Valley Project’s pumps and 
canals, but they would still be 
responsible for cleaning up the 
polluted runoff. 

A dry winter has prompted a 
growing number of communities 
whose drinking water comes from 
the Central Valley Project to 
implement conservation mea- 
sures and has also forced manda- 
tory rationing in Sonoma and 
Santa Cruz counties. Farmers, 
too, are getting reduced water 
supplies this summer, and have 
told Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger 
they may lose valuable crops if 
the irrigation flow is cut further. 

Westlands declined to com- 
ment on either proposal, saying 
Feinstein had asked participants 
to refrain from speaking about the 
negotiations in advance of the 
meeting. Top-ranking officials 
from the bureau, the Department 
of Interior are expected to attend, 
as well as members of the 
California delegation and repre- 
sentatives from Westlands, the 


NRDC 
Defense. 

Westlands is the nation’s 
largest water district and its mem- 
bers include Harris Farms, one of 
California’s biggest farming oper- 
ations, and Tanimura & Antle, the 
nation’s top lettuce grower. 

Any of the plans would still 
need congressional approval 
before proceeding. In the mean- 
time, bureau officials say either 
proposal is cheaper than an offi- 
cial plan registered with the 
courts that would cost $2.6 billion 
to retire almost 200,000 acres of 
tainted Central Valley cropland 
and clean up salty runoff from 
surrounding areas. 

“These concepts allow the 
government to get off the hook 
for $2.6 billion fix,” McCracken 
said. “They could save the gov- 
ernment money.” 

Only one other group of 
California irrigators, the Imperial 
Irrigation District, gets more 
water each year from the federal 
government than Westlands 
through a water right established 
before the bureau existed.

Sun shares jump 11 percent on 4th-quarter profit

SAN FRANCISCO -- Shares 
of Sun Microsystems Inc. jumped 
nearly 11 percent Tuesday, a day 
after the server and software 
maker posted its third profitable 
quarter in a row and showed it has 
made substantial progress from 
its long-lasting, brutal downturn. 

Sun’s shares were up 52 cents 
to $5.41 in morning trading. 

Sun’s fiscal fourth-quarter 
results were bolstered by lower 
expenses and increased adoption 
of its open-source operating sys- 
tem. 

Sun earned $329 million, or 9 
cents per share, for the quarter 
ended June 30. That compares 
with a loss of $301 million, or 9 
cents per share, during the same 
period last year. 

Revenue was $3.84 billion, a 
slight increase from the $3.83 bil- 


lion in sales the Santa Clara- 
based company had in the same 
quarter last year. 

Excluding stock-based com- 
pensation and other one-time 
charges, Sun’s net income was 
still 9 cents per share, nearly dou- 
bling the average estimate of 5 
cents per share from analysts 
polled by Thomson Financial. 
Revenue was in line with analyst 
estimates. 

Sun has been aggressively cut- 
ting costs since Jonathan 
Schwartz took over as chief exec- 
utive in April 2006 from co- 
founder Scott McNealy. The com- 


pany chopped its operating 
expenses -- which includes 
research, development and 


administrative costs -- for the lat- 
est quarter by nearly 25 percent, 
to $1.49 billion. 

Schwartz emphasized in an 
interview with The Associated 


Press that Sun has been boosting 
the profitability of its products at 
the same time, while benefiting 
from a shift in corporate data cen- 
ters to virtualization, or software 
that allows companies to run mul- 
tiple operating systems on indi- 
vidual servers. 

Virtualization lowers overhead 
costs while improving the perfor- 
mance of the most power-hungry 
machines. Schwartz said the trend 
has led to Sun’s higher server 
sales. 

For the fiscal year 2007, Sun 
rang up $6.46 billion in sales in 
its computer systems products 
category -- the company’s biggest 
source of revenue -- an 8 percent 
jump over last year. 

Sun’s total revenue for the full 
year was $8.77 billion, a 5 per- 
cent increase from $8.37 billion 
last year. Net income for the fiscal 


year was $473 million, compared 
with a loss of $864 million in the 
prior year. 

“We said we would be running 
a growing, profitable company a 
year ago, and we did exactly what 
we said,” Schwartz said. 

The company is still a long 
way from its dot-com heights. 
Sun’s last profitable year was 
2001, when it rang up more than 
$18 billion in sales and had more 
than $920 million in profit. 

Sun said it expects revenue 
growth for fiscal year 2008 to be 
in the low- to mid-single digits. 

“T like that they’re not growing 
revenues at breakneck speeds,” 
said Anders Bylund, analyst with 
The Motley Fool. “That might 
sound weird, but they’re not chas- 
ing bad sales, low-margin sales. 
They’re not desperate to land 
contracts.”

Pot growers taking over 
family communities

Stops signs snarling traffic

Just in case you haven’t noticed, the major presi- 
dential candidates -- Republican and Democratic -- are 
dodging one of the thorniest problems they would face 
if elected: the huge budget costs of aging baby 
boomers. In last week’s CNN/YouTube debate, New 
Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson cleverly deflected the 
issue. “The best solution,” he said, “is a bipartisan 
effort to fix it.” Brilliant. There’s already a bipartisan 
consensus: Do nothing. No one plugs cutting retire- 
ment benefits or raising taxes, the obvious choices. 

End of story? Not exactly. There’s also a less- 
noticed cause for the neglect. Washington’s vaunted 
think tanks -- citadels for public intellectuals both lib- 
eral and conservative -- have tiptoed around the prob- 
lem. Ideally, think tanks expand the public conversa- 
tion by saying things too controversial for politicians 
to say on their own. Here, they’ve abdicated that role. 

The aging of America is not just a population 
change or, as a budget problem, an accounting exer- 
cise. It involves a profound transformation of the 
nature of government: Commitments to the older pop- 
ulation are slowly overwhelming other public goals; 
the national government is becoming mainly an 
income-transfer mechanism from younger workers to 
older retirees. 

Consider the outlook. From 2005 to 2030, the 65- 
and-over population will nearly double to 71 million; 
its share of the population will rise to 20 percent from 
12 percent. Social Security, Medicare and Medicaid -- 
programs that serve older people -- already exceed 40 
percent of the $2.7 trillion federal budget. By 2030, 
their share could hit 75 percent of the present budget, 
projects the Congressional Budget Office. 

The 2030 projections are daunting. To keep feder- 
al spending stable as a share of the economy would 
mean eliminating all defense spending and most other 
domestic programs (for research, homeland security, 
the environment, etc.). To balance the budget with 
existing programs at their present economic shares 
would require, depending on assumptions, tax increas- 
es of 30 percent to 50 percent -- or budget deficits 
could quadruple. A final possibility: Cut retirement 
benefits by increasing eligibility ages, being less gen- 
erous to wealthier retirees or trimming all payments. 

Little wonder politicians stay silent. But think tanks 
ought to be thrilled, because these changes pose basic 
questions about government. What should it do? For 
whom? Why? How big can it grow without weakening 
the economy? Does that matter? Is social justice more 
important than economic growth? Do gains in life 
expectancy and the well-being of the elderly justify 
significant changes in Social Security and Medicare? 

Over the years, the major think tanks have pub- 
lished tens of thousands of words on Social Security 
and Medicare. Most of the reports are technical, 
though some propose major (even radical) changes. 
But the two programs are usually treated separately, 
and the larger questions of adjusting to an aging soci- 
ety are mostly evaded. I think I know why: 
Wrenching honesty might be deeply embarrassing. 

Liberals might have to concede that government 
could grow too large and that spending and benefit 
cuts are needed. Conservatives might have to concede 
that, even with plausible benefit and spending cuts, 
tomorrow’s government would be bigger than today’s. 
For think-tank scholars, brutal candor might offend 
friends and political mentors. For the ambitious, it 
might jeopardize future appointments to top govern- 
ment jobs. 

As an antidote to this timidity, I propose that some 
public-spirited sugar daddy (the MacArthur 
Foundation? Warren Buffett?) sponsor a short book. A 
possible title: “Facing Up to an Aging America.” Six 
leading think tanks would be invited to participate: 
three liberal -- the Brookings Institution, the Center on 
Budget and Policy Priorities and the Urban Institute -- 
and three conservative -- the American Enterprise 
Institute, the Cato Institute and the Heritage 
Foundation. 

After an introduction describing America’s aging, 
each think tank would receive 35 pages to respond to 
questions and to present its vision. Are the looming 
budget changes good for America? If so, how would 
they be financed? If not, why not? How could adverse 
consequences be avoided? The think tanks would be 
expected to be specific. Higher eligibility ages? Well, 
how much and when? Higher taxes? Which ones and 
how much? If think tanks rejected the invitation, the 
publisher would run 35 blank pages and an explana- 
tion: “Think tank X declined to participate.” 

This approach would force think tanks to compete. 
They’d have to make their vision of the future explic- 
it within the untidy framework of government’s past 
commitments. It would illuminate the connections 
between defense spending, retirement benefits, health 
care, economic growth and much more. Writing for a 
general audience, it would favor plain English, not the 
usual technobabble. If published in April, the book 
might prod the presidential candidates to address the 
future. If they didn’t, it would demonstrate the enor- 
mity of their evasion.

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Q: My parents have been 
secretive about their finances 
ever since I can remember. As 
they aged (they are now in 
their late 70s), I would ask 
about powers of attorney, 
because of my concern about 
handling matters for them if 
they became unable to do so. 
They would tell my husband 
and me (I am an only child) 
that everything was under con- 
trol and, could they not handle 
their affairs, I would find 
everything in order. 

My father has suffered a 
debilitating stroke from which 
he will not recover, and my 
mother broke her hip. I finally 
got a key to their home from 
her purse, and after hours of 
searching, my husband and I 
found their “everything is 
under control” package: a 
notebook containing a couple 
hundred pages of trust docu- 
ments and instructions, some 
signature pages having not 
been signed or witnessed; and 
a number of deferred annuity 
statements and bank state- 
ments. No powers of attorney 
or wills. I called the banks and 
annuity companies, all of 
which refused to talk to me. I 
called the “trust network” 
responsible for this mess, and 
they hung up on me. 

Ihave now been to a lawyer 
who tells me that I will basical- 
ly have to sue my parents to 
gain court-appointed conserva- 
torship and guardianship over 
both of them. In this way, he 
says, we can get to the bottom 
of this awful mess. I blame 
myself for not being more 
aggressive with my folks. 
They trusted the word of 
strangers who took advantage 
of them as opposed to trusting 
their only child. I hope you 
will print this so your readers 
will understand that seniors are 
indeed targets for abuse.

state of residence to report this 
obvious exploitation by con 
artists. 

Using the ploy of “helping” 
seniors with estate-planning 
documents that will allegedly 
save taxes and avoid expensive 
probate (despite the fact that 
more than 98 percent of those 
who die each year will not 
have taxable estates), these con 
artists first create trust relation- 
ships, learn about the seniors’ 
assets and income, and then 
take advantage of the trust 
relationship by using the finan- 
cial information they gain to 
sell annuities that most seniors 
don’t need. 

Some of these purveyors of 
deception invite seniors to 
their free seminars by direct 
mail, newspaper ads or tele- 
phone solicitation. Others even 
come to the senior’s home to 
give free consults about creat- 
ing or changing current living 
trusts. Even though they are 
not lawyers, these folks pro- 
vide legal advice on estate 
planning but do not make dis- 
closures to the intended vic- 
tims that their goal is to sell an 
insurance or annuity product. 
If they did, your folks would 
have never let them through 
the door. 

After creating the docu- 
ments, they go back and con- 
vince the victims to move a 
large portion of their liquid 
assets into deferred annuities, 
generally with the sales pitch 
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Be wary of ‘trust’ scams New Web site by Hollywood pros

that they will make more inter- 
est and can’t lose any money. 
The sales pitch does not inform 
the victims about the disadvan- 
tages of annuities, especially 
for seniors, including maturity 
issues, limitations on with- 
drawals and substantial penal- 
ties for early liquidation. 

To cause even more harm, 
the trusts are never funded -- 
that is, the real estate and bank 
accounts are not transferred 
from the seniors to themselves 
as trustees, meaning that there 
is no vehicle to allow manage- 
ment of the financial assets. On 
death, there will definitely be a 
probate, the precise process 
your folks were told they 
would avoid. And since the 
seniors think they have it all 
covered, it is difficult to con- 
vince them that they need pow- 
ers of attorney and wills. 

Taking the NextStep: Trust 
mills are not the only culprits. 
Banks that switch seniors into 
deferred annuities when their 
certificates of deposit are com- 
ing due are close behind. The 
cost of the proceeding that is 
now necessary because of bad 
planning and fraud, plus what 
it will probably cost to get this 
mess resolved, will be signifi- 
cant. Why your folks, like 
many others, choose to trust 
strangers rather than family 
members is beyond us, but 
with good planning in advance 
by qualified lawyers, these 
issues can be avoided.

LOS ANGELES -- When it debuts Tuesday 
on the Web, My Damn Channel will become 
the latest attempt by Hollywood professionals 
to cash in on the huge popularity of online 
video. 

Comedian Harry Shearer, filmmaker David 
Wain and music producer Don Was, among 
others, also hope to find creative freedom sel- 
dom offered by traditional media companies. 

The site is the brainchild of former MTV 
and CBS Radio executive Rob Barnett, who 
believes Internet audiences want to see profes- 
sionally produced shows other than network 
TV fare. 

“The old media companies don’t know how 
to program for this medium,” Barnett said. 
“There is a focus on reruns and outtakes, and I 
don’t think that cuts it.” 

Shearer, who provides the voices for sever- 
al characters on “The Simpsons” TV show, 
will produce a weekly political and pop-culture 
satire show for the site. Was, who has produced 
records for Bob Dylan, The Rolling Stones and 
Bonnie Raitt, will host a music interview show 
with actor Paul Reiser. 

Wain, writer and director of the upcoming 
film “The Ten,” starring Jessica Alba and Paul 
Rudd, will produce 10 comedy shorts. 

Barnett points to the buzz created by the 
Will Ferrell video “The Landlord,” which 
helped launch Ferrell’s Web _ site, 
“FunnyorDie.com,” as an example of video 
Web opportunities. 

According to the site, the video has been 
viewed more than 40 million times. 

My Damn Channel will syndicate its videos 
on other Internet sites and collect revenue from 
advertising. The site has already signed a dis- 
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tribution deal with YouTube, which is owned 
by Google Inc. 

The site is backed by Okapi Venture Capital. 
The amount of the investment was not dis- 
closed. 

Jupiter Media analyst David Card said there 
is a growing demand for amateur and profes- 
sional video on the Web. 

Still, even videos from pros must find an 
audience, which can be difficult without an 
enormous amount of promotion. 

“You still need to cut through the clutter and 
sign some major distribution deals,” Card said. 

Shearer said the Web provides huge creative 
opportunities when compared to traditional 
networks and studios. 

“If you walk into any of those places today, 
you will sooner or later be smothered by net- 
work creative input,” Shearer said. “And 
unless you have made the studios about a bil- 
lion dollars, your project will be creative 
inputted to death.”

Fujikawa playing for fun as he makes pro debut at Reno

RENO, Nev. — As Tadd 
Fujikawa prepares for his pro- 
fessional debut at the Reno- 
Tahoe Open, the 16-year-old 
is more concerned about act- 
ing like a pro than cashing a 
check. 

“T think it’s more of a pride 
thing for me than the money,” 
Fujikawa said Tuesday after a 
practice round at Montreux 
Golf & Country Club on the 
edge of the Sierra Nevada. 

The 5-foot-1 Hawaiian was 
introduced to golf fans last 
summer as the beaming teen 
who became the youngest 
golfer ever to play in the U.S. 
Open. 

He missed the cut at 
Winged Foot but brought the 
same fun-filled demeanor to 
the Sony Open in Hawaii in 
February, where he become 
the second youngest player to 


make the cut at a PGA Tour 
event. 

Last month, he announced 
he’d received a sponsor’s 
exemption and intended to 
turn pro at Reno, a tournament 
in its ninth year opposite the 
World Golf Championship, 
which attracts Tiger Woods 
and the other top golfers in the 
world to Ohio. 

For a high school junior 
missing his first week of the 
new school year back home in 
Honolulu to make a run at a 
$3 million purse, he offers a 
remarkably mature take on 
what’s most important in his 
life. 

“T think it’s more about me. 
I think that is more important 
than golf,” Fujikawa said. 

“T think giving back to the 
community and treating peo- 
ple the way you want to be 
treated — giving back to 
junior golf — I think is really 


important,” he said. 

“That is more important to 
me right now, to show I treat 
people very nicely. That’s 
what my parents have taught 
me throughout my life... Pd 
rather have (fans) see that than 
say, ‘Oh, he’s a really good 
player but his attitude 
stinks.” 

But doesn’t the $540,000 
winner’s check interest him 
just a little bit? 

“Not really,” he said with a 
laugh. “Maybe for my parents 
or my family. For me, I just 
want to go out and have fun.” 

The Reno-Tahoe Open has 
served as a springboard for a 
number of young players who 
claimed their first PGA victo- 
ries here — Notah Begay III 
(1999), Chris Riley (2002), 
Vaughn Taylor (2004-05) and 
Will MacKenzie last year — 
as well as tour veterans who 
ended dry spells, including 


Scott Verplank (2000), John 
Cook (2001) and Kirk Triplett 
(2003). 

Taylor’s consecutive wins 
at Reno helped propel him to 
last year’s Ryder Cup team. 

MacKenzie is only the sec- 
ond Reno winner to return the 
following year to try to defend 
his title because typically the 
victor moves up enough in the 
world golf rankings to secure 
a spot in the other weekend 
event. 

Its all a dream for 
Fujikawa, who said the deci- 
sion to turn pro was easier on 
him than his parents. 

“I think that is every 
golfer’s dream, to be the best 
in the world. I felt that I could 
get further in my golf and 
achieve more and learn a lot 
quicker.” 

“For me, it was not a hard 
decision. For my parents, they 


Giants deal Morris and his big contract

PITTSBURGH — The 
Pittsburgh Pirates acquired 
pitcher Matt Morris from San 
Francisco on Tuesday, an 
uncommon deal for a high- 
priced player by an out-of- 
contention team at the trading 
deadline. 

Pittsburgh sent rookie out- 
fielder Rajai Davis and a play- 
er to be named to the Giants, 
who began shedding salary as 
they look to rebuild one of the 
majors’ oldest teams. 

Normally, teams not in the 
race don’t look to add an 
aging and expensive starter 
such as Morris. But the Pirates 
felt their young rotation need- 
ed a boost with their two top 
starters, Ian Snell and Tom 
Gorzelanny, struggling since 
the All-Star break. 

“He’s been very productive 
and played for winners, and I 
think he will be effective in a 
rotation with a lot of young 
guys — a veteran, experi- 
enced guy who will help us 
out a great deal,” Pirates gen- 
eral manager Dave Littlefield 
said. 

The right-handed Morris, 
who will be 33 on Aug. 9, was 
a 22-game winner for St. 
Louis in 2002 who is 7-7 with 
a 4.35 ERA this season. He 
was rocked for 13 hits and six 
earned runs in seven innings 
in his last start, an 8-5 loss to 
Florida on Sunday. He is 0-4 


in his last eight starts since 
June 11. 

Morris knew he might be 
traded — but to Pittsburgh, 
which won only two of its first 
15 games out of the All-Star 
break? That was the stunner 
when Giants GM Brian 
Sabean called him Tuesday. 

“I heard rumors all week 
about me being traded, but 
Pittsburgh was never men- 
tioned,” Morris said. “Brian 
Sabean called and said 
Pittsburgh, and I was in a little 
bit of shock. It’s my first time 
being traded and it’s all new to 
me.” 

Morris no doubt would 
have preferred going to a con- 
tender, but welcomes going to 
a much younger team that can 
play better defense than the 
aging Giants did. 

“I’m excited about getting 
back to the NL Central and 
getting some better defense 
and some young guys out 
there who are looking to play 
hard,” Morris said. 

Morris found it difficult 
adjusting to losing in San 
Francisco, and the Giants’ 
way of doing things, after 
spending his first eight sea- 
sons in St. Louis. 

“It’s been hard — it’s 
almost been that you start to 
accept it (losing) and I hate to 
say that, unfortunately,” 
Morris said. “It was different. 
I was used to (Cardinals man- 
ager) Tony La Russa in the 


past and he kind of runs the 
show and there’s a lot of struc- 
ture. I went to the Giants 
where it was totally opposite, 
a different, laid-back feeling.” 

The Giants were looking 
for a team to take some of 
their high-salaried players, 
and the Pirates will pick up 
the remainder of Morris’ 
$10,037,283 contract for this 
season. He is due $9.5 million 
for next season, plus a $2 mil- 
lion payment at the end of the 
season. 

“Almost at the 11th hour 
we were talking to two other 
teams I would consider com- 
petitors in the playoff situa-

tion. Pittsburgh stepped up, 
not only to take on the player 
as is — meaning the contract 
— but the potential return,” in 
Davis, Sabean said. 

The Pirates hadn’t swung a 
deal for a key veteran player 
down the stretch in 10 years, 
or since adding infielder 
Shawon Dunston in 1997. 
This deal was more for the 
future than for an already lost 
season, and the first sign that 
newly designated principal 
owner Bob Nutting may be 
willing to spend some money 
to improve a team with one of 
the majors’ three lowest pay- 
rolls. 


obviously are going to think 
about the down side of every- 
thing just to be safe. ...

Fujikawa said he’s dis- 
cussed his decision with other 
players since he arrived in 
Reno last week to begin prac- 
ticing for the tournament.

Fujikawa said. “It’s really 
hard I think when you start 
playing for money.

Fujikawa said one of the 
hardest chores will be keeping 
up on his studies while trying 
to get in as many tournaments 
as he can in the coming 
months.

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Romero starting to dream big

AKRON, Ohio — Ian 
Poulter set the stakes at $20 a 
hole in a friendly skins game 
Tuesday afternoon at 
Firestone Country Club, but 
then he backed away from his 
tee shot and looked over at 
Andres Romero. 

“Hang on,” Poulter said. 
“You were third at the Open, 
won in Germany. Let’s see ... 
that’s $1.5 million the last two 
weeks. We can play for what- 
ever you want.” 

Romero struggles with 
English, but the 26-year-old 
Argentine understood enough 
that this made a smile creased 
his face. 

He was still smiling some 
two hours later when he 
smashed his tee shot down the 
middle of the 464-yard 18th 
hole at Firestone, leaving him 
only a sand wedge to the 
green that he spun back to 8 
feet. 

Poulter stuck out the end of 
his putter and nudged him in 
the back, but Romero still 
curled the putt in the right side 
of the cup. 

Romero sent shock waves 
across Carnoustie two weeks 
ago when he made 10 birdies 
in 16 holes on a track reputed 
to be the toughest links course 
in the world. 

Even with a double bogey 
from the gorse, he found him- 
self leading the British Open 
with two holes to play when 
the pressure finally caught up 
to him. 

Opting for an iron out of 
the rough, his ball shot into 


the Barry Burn, ricocheted off 
the stone walls some 50 yards 
across the adjacent 18th fair- 
way and out-of-bounds by 
about a yard. 

Romero’s first instinct was 
a 3-wood, and he went back to 
that for his fourth shot with an 
incredible play to 25 feet, 
allowing him to escape with 
only a double bogey. 

He caught one more piece 
of bad luck on the 18th when 
his par putt spun out of the 
cup. He wound up one shot 
out of the playoff, which 
Padraig Harrington won over 
Sergio Garcia. 

Instead of sulking, he 
found a small measure of 
redemption seven days later 
when he fired at every flag 
and won the Deutsche Bank 
Players Championship of 
Europe, moving him up to No. 
29 in the world. 

That was enough for him to 
qualify for the Bridgestone 
Invitational, an $8 million 
World Golf Championship 
that starts Thursday. 

And it keeps getting better. 

No sooner had he walked 
off the 18th green than some- 
one mentioned he would be 
playing with Tiger Woods the 
first two days. 

Another big smile. 

But he couldn’t find the 
right word to explain what 
was going through his head. 

“T had a third at the British, 
a win, now playing with 
Tiger,” he said through 
Nelson Silverio, a bilingual 
PGA Tour official. “It’s great. 
I didn’t even have this tourna- 
ment on my schedule, and 


now to be paired with the No. 
1 player in the world ... it’s 
complicado.” 

Complicated? 

He shook his head, and 
spoke again to Silverio. 

“There’s a lot going on,” he 
said. “And I’m just really 
looking forward to it.” 

Angel Cabrera won the 
U.S. Open at Oakmont by 
beating the top two players in 
the world ranking, Woods and 
Jim Furyk. 

Then came Romero, who 
came within two holes of giv- 
ing Argentina another major 
champion. 

“He has a lot of quality, a 
lot of ability,’ Cabrera said, 
before reverting to his native 
tongue. “Mucho, mucho tal- 
ento.” 

They were teammates in 
the World Cup last year in 
Barbados and one shot out of 
the lead going into the last 
round, when the putts stopped 
falling and they had to settle 
for a tie for fifth. 

Romero had won a tourna- 
ment in Argentina and was on 
his way to Munich to resume 
his European Tour schedule 
when he watched the final 
round at Oakmont as Cabrera 
surged into the lead and deliv- 
ered Argentina its first major 
in 40 years. 

“He definitely inspired 
me,” Romero said. “It was 
great to see him won on TV, 
and I think it opened my eyes 
and told me that I could do 
this, also. It not only helped 
me at the British Open, but it 
inspired me to win last week.” 
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Culpepper signs with Raiders

NAPA — Free agent quar- 
terback Daunte Culpepper 
signed a one-year contract 
with Oakland on Tuesday, 
giving the Raiders a backup 
plan for top draft pick 
JaMarcus Russell. 

Culpepper, 30, worked out 
in the afternoon before a gath- 
ering of Raiders scouts and 
coaches.

Culpepper began 2006 as 
Miami’s starter but had trou- 
ble with his mobility and was 
sacked 21 times in the first 
four games. The Dolphins 
shut him down so he could

When they acquired 
Trent Green in a trade with 
Kansas City this offseason, 
Culpepper became expend- 
able. 

The Dolphins tried unsuc- 
cessfully to trade Culpepper a 
year after acquiring him from 
Minnesota. When Miami 
could find no takers, the for- 
mer Pro Bowl quarterback 
was released on July 17. 
Culpepper met with Tampa 
Bay two days later but did not 
receive a contract offer from 
the Bucs. 

Kiffin has acknowledged 
that the Raiders wanted 
Culpepper partially due to the 
situation with Russell. The 
No. 1 pick has yet to sign a 
contract with Oakland and 
negotiations between the two 
sides slowed over the week- 
end.

Michael Phelps gets started on Olympic year with Nationals

INDIANAPOLIS — With 
just over a year to go until the 
Olympics, it’s time for 
Michael Phelps to get busy 
again. 

The world’s greatest swim- 
mer scaled down his training 
over the summer, allowing 
him to take a much-needed 
break from the pool. 

But he’s set to swim a stag- 
gering 10 events over five 
days at this week’s U.S. 
National Championships, a 
not-so-subtle reminder of 
what lies on the road to 
Beijing: grueling work, ever- 
increasing hype and enormous 
expectations. 

“If I can do that, who 
knows what else I can do?” 
Phelps said, a tantalizing 
statement from someone 
who’s already done so much. 

During the nationals, which 
began Tuesday morning at the 
Indiana University 
Natatorium, he’s competing in 
the 200-meter breaststroke, 
the 100 and 200 backstroke, 
the 100 butterfly, the 200 indi- 
vidual medley, the 200 and 
400 freestyle, plus all three 
relays. 

Phelps got started with only 
the 11th-fastest time (2 min- 
utes, 15.81 seconds) in the 
preliminaries of the 200 
breast. Still, it was a personal 
best in an event that won’t be 
part of his Olympic routine, 
and he got to return in the 
evening for the “B” final. 

“Tl take it,” Phelps said. 
“Td like to be a little faster.” 

As expected, Brendan 
Hansen led the way in 
2:11.50, three seconds off his 
world record but nearly two 
seconds better than anyone 
else. 

Phelps is focused on bigger 
things than just adding to his 
haul of national titles. 

“For me, this is my last big 
year to do something really 
big in the sport,” he said. “I 
know how important it is for 
me to be as prepared as I can 
for next year. I’d rather be 
able to say I gave it everything 
I could instead of five years 
down the road saying to 
myself, I wish I could have 
changed this, I wish I could 
have changed that.” 

He sounds as if he hasn’t 
done anything, which might 
just explain his enduring suc- 
cess in a sport that can burn 
out its brightest stars. 

Phelps seemed to be at his 
peak in 2004, when he won 
eight medals six of them 
gold — at the Athens 
Olympics. 

But at this year’s world 


championships in Australia, 
he topped himself with seven 
golds. 

While Phelps Down Under 
was largely overlooked in his 
home country — he was 
swimming on the other side of 
the world during March 
Madness, often while most of 
America was sleeping — it 
might have been the most 
impressive performance in 
swimming history. 

He took part in five world 
records, a couple of them by 
such wide margins that Phelps 
drove for the wall with his 
entire body ahead of a super- 
imposed line used in televi- 
sion coverage to chart one’s 
progress against the previous 
mark. 

If not for a mistake by a 
teammate in the 400 medley 
relay — Jan Crocker dove in 
too early during the prelimi- 
naries of an event the 
Americans were heavily 
favored to win — Phelps sure- 
ly would have left Melbourne 
with eight gold medals, a 
hugely symbolic number. 

Mark Spitz won a record 
seven golds at the 1972 
Munich Olympics. Phelps 
came up just short of that 
mark in Athens, but he intends 
to take another crack at it in 
Beijing. 

Knowing what lies ahead, 
Bowman cut back on his star 
pupil’s training schedule and 
put less emphasis on this meet 
than he did in previous years. 
Phelps has 32 national titles, 
ranking fifth on a career list 
that is led by Tracy Caulkins 
with 48. 

“This is just kind of to 
establish our starting point for 
next year,” Bowman said. 
“For Michael, it’s not just the 
pressure of the training and 
the racing — it’s the scrutiny 
of 24-7 living in a fishbowl 
for a whole year. I wanted to 
give him a little bit of time 
where he had a little bit of 
flexibility before he gets into 

. the lockdown. After this, 
it’s pretty much into the lock- 
down.” 

Phelps isn’t the only top 
swimmer who’ ll be trying out 
some different events at 
nationals. Hansen added the 
200 medley to his strongest 
races, the 100 and 200 breast- 
stroke. 

“There’s only so much 
breaststroke you can do before 
you kind of burn yourself out 
with that stroke,” Hansen said. 
“I just wanted to bring anoth- 
er event in where I didn’t have 
the expectation to break the 
world record. It brought me 
back to just racing.” 

Katie Hoff, who figures to 


be one of the biggest female 
stars in Beijing, won’t swim 
the 400 medley after setting a 
world record in that event at 
Melbourne. She’s added the 
200 back and 800 free, two 
races she’s never attempted 
before at nationals. 

“I decided to drop the 400 
IM just for this meet. I’ve sort 


of accomplished everything I 
wanted to this year in that,” 
Hoff said. “I come into every 
meet trying to get a best time 
and improve, but it definitely 
takes a little bit of pressure off 
knowing this is not a selection 
meet or the biggest meet of 
the year.” 

While bigger meets are still 


to come over the next year, 
capped off by the biggest one 
of all, U.S. men’s coach Eddie 
Reese views nationals as an 
important step in identifying 
the up-and-comers who will 
be the surprises of 2008. 

“This,” he said, “is where 
they first start emerging out of 
the woodwork.”

dous load off of Barry.” 

Baker anticipates Bonds 
will get a mixed reaction at 
Dodger Stadium. 

Baker played eight years in 
Los Angeles and when he 
patrolled left field there, that 
patch of ground was dubbed 
“Bakersfield.” 

“There are people who love 
and understand and appreciate 
the game,” Baker said, “and 
others who don’t have much 
sense. Know what I mean?” 

When Aaron approached 
Ruth’s record, he was 
besieged by hate mail from 
bigots 

Most of the flak directed at 
Bonds is a result of the ongo- 
ing steroids investigation and 
his often-surly demeanor 
towards the media. 

“Barry had some racial 
stuff, too. I’m sure he did,” 
Baker said. “But the apples- 
and-oranges come because of

night’s game at Los Angeles 
with 754 home runs, one 
behind Aaron. 

Leyland now guides the 
Detroit Tigers, who are play- 
ing at Oakland. His first sea- 
son as a big league manager 
was 1986, when Bonds was a 
rookie. 

They were together for 
seven years in Pittsburgh. 

Bonds moved to San 
Francisco in 1993, the same 
year Baker took over the 
Giants. They were on the 
same side for 10 seasons. 

Baker is in Sacramento, 
preparing for a family move. 
He knows quite a bit about 
home run history — he was in 
the on-deck circle in Atlanta 
when Aaron hit No. 715 in 
1974 to break Babe Ruth’s 
record. 

Baker is glad the mark is 
about to be surpassed, as 
much for Aaron’s sake as for 
his former player. 

“When one guy breaks a 
record, it actually glorifies 
another guy and brings every- 
body to the forefront — not 
just the person who’s breaking 
the record,” Baker said. 
“That’s what’s happening to 
Hank, and that’s what’s hap- 
pening with me.” 

“They’re asking me ques- 
tions they would never ask me 
before, all because of Hank 
and Barry. So it’s like a trick- 
le-down effect whenever a 
guy is about to do something. 
It’s just like when Mark 
McGwire was about to break 
Roger Maris’ record and 
Roger’s family was there 
every day,” he said. 

Baker and Leyland got to 
visit last Sunday in Anaheim. 


Baker was working the 
Tigers-Angels game as an 
analyst for ESPN. 


Baker hopes Bonds can get 
to No. 756 in a hurry. 

“For his sake, I’d like to see 
him get it over with because it 
can drain you. I saw it with 
Hank Aaron,” Baker said. 
“It’s very exciting, but it’s all 
encompassing. Everywhere 
you go, every day, all day and 
night I mean, no matter 
what you say, it’s still on your 
mind until you get it over 
with. And itll be a tremen- 


a difference in history and 
time. Hank’s homers came at 
probably the most visible non- 
conformity period of our 
country — the Civil Rights 
movement, post- Vietnam, 
Woodstock, peace and love, 
religion, what part of the 
racial equation are you on. I 
mean, Hank’s time crossed 
many areas of our society.” 

Leyland believes that 
Bonds’ posture with the press 
has damaged his image along 
the way — although not 
enough to keep him from 
waiting more than the 
required five years to get into 
the Hall of Fame after he 
retires. 

“I don’t get into that ‘best 
of all time’ stuff, but one thing 
I do think is that if Barry had 
a great relationship with the 
media and a pretty good rela- 
tionship with the fans 


throughout baseball, I think 
most people would arguably 
be saying they probably saw 
the greatest player of all 
time,” Leyland said. 

“I don’t want to get into 
that argument with old-timers 
about who was the greatest 
and who was better, because I 
really don’t know. But I do 
know this: There’s no player 
in the history of the game 
that’s had the impact on the 
opposing managers that Barry 
Bonds has had in the last sev- 
eral years, as far as do you 
walk him? Do you not walk 
him? Do you pitch to him? Do 
you not pitch to him? I mean 
nobody. They can take them 
all.” 

Bonds hit 176 of his 754 
career homers while Leyland 
was his manager. 

He averaged 111 RBIs over 
their last three years together 
(1990-92), winning two NL 
MVP awards and helping the 
Pirates win three straight divi- 
sion titles. 

He left Pittsburgh as a free 
agent at age 28 and signed a 
then-record $43.75 million, 
six-year contract with the 
Giants on Dec. 8, 1992. 

“We were trying to scrape 
together about $25 million 
over five years, I think, and he 
got about $42 million. So I 
didn’t blame him one bit for 
leaving Pittsburgh,” Leyland 
recalled. “We had a great time 
together. He was on some real 
good teams there, and he was 
obviously a big part of it. 

“I think the only thing that 
probably wasn’t in the best 
interests of him was the fact 
that, instead of just saying, 
‘Hey, I enjoyed my time in 
Pittsburgh, it was great, but 
this is my first shot at the pot 
of gold and I’m going to get 
it, it was almost like he tried 
to justify leaving by not being 
real respectful with the 
Pittsburgh fans,” he said. 
“That was probably a mistake. 
I think he regrets that because 
I think he loved Pittsburgh. In 
fact, I know he did.” 

Bonds spent the next 10 
seasons playing for Baker, hit- 
ting 437 homers during that 


span — including a major 
league-record 73 in 2001. 
The following year, 


Baker’s last as Giants manag- 
er, Bonds helped lead the team 
to its first NL pennant since 
1962. 

Bonds hit eight home runs 
in the postseason before the 
Angels beat them in a seven- 
game World Series. 

“To me, it’s very difficult to 
compare greatness — but 
Barry’s got to be near or at the 
top,” Baker said. 

“I remember when they had 
that argument about who’s the 
greatest heavyweight, and 
they made up those computer- 
ized fights between 
Muhammad Ali and Joe 
Louis. Ill just say that Barry’s 
the greatest of his era, and that 
Hank, Willie Mays and those 
guys were the greatest of that 
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Celtics get Garnett in 7-for-1 deal

BOSTON — Kevin 
Garnett gives Boston a new 
Big Three that brings the 
Celtics much closer to what 
their old Big Three delivered 
—an NBA title. 

The Celtics, who have 16 
championships but have gone 
without one for more than two 
decades, obtained the former 
MVP and 10-time All-Star on 
Tuesday in a 7-for-1 deal — 
the NBA’s biggest trade for 
one player. 

Boston sent the Minnesota 
Timberwolves forwards Al 
Jefferson, Ryan Gomes and 
Gerald Green, guard 
Sebastian Telfair and center 
Theo Ratliff, two first-round 
draft picks and cash consider- 
ations. Besides Ratliff, 34, the 
other four are 22 or younger. 

With Paul Pierce and Ray 
Allen already on the roster, 
the Celtics have been trans- 
formed from a promising col- 
lection of youngsters who had 
the NBA’s second-worst 
record last season into an 
instant contender in the 
mediocre Eastern Conference. 

“I am excited to become a 
Celtic,” Garnett said. “It’s 
wonderful to have the oppor- 
tunity to play with players the 
quality of Paul and Ray. The 
Celtics have had a proud tradi- 
tion and now I hope that we 
can add to the legacy.” 

The Timberwolves get the 
Celtics’ first-round pick in 
2009, unless it is among the 
top three, and a return of 
Minnesota’s conditional first 
round draft pick obtained in 
January 2006 when they sent 
Ricky Davis to the 
Timberwolves for Wally 
Szczerbiak. Minnesota also 
received cash considerations. 

The previous biggest NBA 
trade for one player came in 
1999 when Houston obtained 
Scottie Pippen from Portland 
for six players. 

The Garnett trade eclipses 
the latest one involving an 
NBA star, Allen Iverson. 
Philadelphia traded the guard 
and Ivan McFarlin to Denver 
last Dec. 19 for Andre Miller, 
Joe Smith and two first-round 
draft choices. 

The Celtics won their last 
championship, the third with 
the original Big Three of 
Larry Bird, Kevin McHale 
and Robert Parish, in 1986. 
Two members of that club 
orchestrated Tuesday’s block- 
buster trade — Celtics execu- 
tive director of basketball 
operations Danny Ainge and 
Timberwolves vice president 
of basketball operations 
Kevin McHale. 

“Kevin Garnett is a great

player in our league, with a 
fierce and competitive spirit, 
who brings offensive scoring 
prowess and a defensive pres- 
ence to our team,” Ainge said. 
“The players we’re trading to 
Minnesota have bright futures 
in the NBA and we wish them 
well.” 

The key to the deal for 
Minnesota is Jefferson, whom 
the Celtics were reluctant to 
part with. He had a breakout 
season in 2006-07, his third 
with Boston, when he aver- 
aged 16 points and 11 
rebounds after struggling with 
injuries. He joins a youth 
movement in Minnesota, 
which drafted forward Corey 
Brewer from Florida. 

“The past few seasons our 
on-court performance has 
been disappointing to our 
fans, myself, (owner) Glen 
Taylor and the entire organi- 
zation,” McHale said. 
“Through this trade, we have 
obtained very talented, young 
players with a lot of potential, 
future flexibility with the 
salary cap and two future first- 
round NBA draft picks. 

The teams had discussed a 
trade for the 6-foot-11 
Garnett, the NBA’s leading 
rebounder each of the past 
four seasons, before the June 
draft. But he didn’t want to go 
to Boston, and the Celtics did- 
n’t want to give up Jefferson. 

But the acquisition of 
Allen, 32, in a draft-day trade 
with Seattle to go with Pierce, 
29, may have helped change 
Garnett’s mind. It gave 
Garnett, 31, a better chance at 
a title after Minnesota missed 
the last three playoffs in the 
tough Western Conference. 

“We are delighted to have a 
core of three All-Star talents 
to anchor our team,” Celtics 
co-owner Wyc Grousbeck 


said. 

The Timberwolves came 
within two wins of the NBA 
finals in 2004. Garnett aver- 
aged 24.2 points and a league- 
high 13.9 rebounds that sea- 
son, becoming the second 
player to average 20 points, 
10 rebounds and five assists 
for five consecutive years. 

But Minnesota has fired 
two coaches and not made the 
playoffs since. Garnett never 
said he was unhappy and 
never asked to be traded but 
expressed frustration with 
some of McHale’s personnel 
decisions and challenged him 
to upgrade the roster. 

Garnett was the fifth player 
drafted in 1995, coming out of 
Farragut Academy in Illinois 
and skipping college. He has 
averaged more than 20 points 
and 10 rebounds for each of 
the last nine seasons. He is 
among five players in NBA 
history with at least 19,000 
points, 10,000 rebounds and 
4,000 assists. The others are 
Wilt Chamberlain, Kareem 
Abdul-Jabbar, Karl Malone 
and Charles Barkley. He also 
is an outstanding defensive 
player and an excellent passer. 

The Timberwolves had lost 
60 games in each of the four 
seasons before Garnett 
arrived. But in his second sea- 
son, he helped lead them to 
the first of eight straight play- 
off appearances. 

Before his third season, 
Garnett got a six-year, $126 
million extension in 1997. He 
has one year and an option left 
on his current contract. 

With Garnett, seven-time 
All-Star Allen and five-time 
All-Star Pierce, the Celtics 
upgraded their profile in a 
sports market dominated by 
the New England Patriots and 
Boston Red Sox. 
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Atlantic tropical storms more than doubled in a century

WASHINGTON -- The 
number of tropical storms 
developing annually in the 
Atlantic Ocean more than 
doubled over the past centu- 
ry, with the increase taking 
place in two jumps, 
researchers say. 

The increases coincided 
with rising sea surface tem- 
perature, largely the byprod- 
uct of human-induced cli- 
mate warming, researchers 
Greg J. Holland and Peter J. 
Webster concluded. Their 
findings were being pub- 
lished online Sunday by 
Philosophical Transactions 
of the Royal Society of 
London. 

An official at the National 
Hurricane Center called the 
research “sloppy science” 
and said technological 
improvements in observing 
storms accounted for the 
increase. 

From 1905 to 1930, the 
Atlantic-Gulf Coast area 
averaged six tropical 
cyclones per year, with four 
of those storms growing into

The annual average 
jumped to 10 tropical storms 
and five hurricanes from 
1931 to 1994. From 1995 to 
2005, the average was 15 
tropical storms and eight hur- 
ricanes annually. 

Even in 2006, widely 
reported as a mild year, there 
were 10 tropical storms.

Center for Atmospheric 
Research in Boulder, Colo. 
“I really do not know how 
much further, if any, that it 
will go, but my sense is that 
we shall see a stabilization in 
frequencies for a while, fol- 
lowed by potentially another 


warming continues unabat- 
ed,” Holland said. 

It is normal for chaotic 
systems such as weather and 
climate to move in sharp 
steps rather than gradual 
trends, he said. 

“What did surprise me 
when we first found it in 
2005 was that the increases 
had developed for so long 
without us noticing it,” he 
said in an interview via e- 
mail. 

Holland said about half 


the U.S. population and “a 
large slice” of business are 
“directly vulnerable” to hur- 
ricanes. 

“Our urban and industrial 
planning and building codes 
are based on past history,” he 
said. If the future is different, 
“then we run the very real 
risk of these being found 
inadequate, as was so graphi- 
cally displayed by 
(Hurricane) Katrina in New 
Orleans.” 

Hurricanes derive their 


energy from warm ocean 
water. North Atlantic surface 
temperature increased about 
1.3 degrees Fahrenheit dur- 
ing the 100-year period stud- 
ied. Other researchers have 
calculated that at least two- 
thirds of that warming can be 
attributed to human and 
industrial activities. 

Some experts have sought 
to blame changes in the sun. 
But a recent study by British 
and Swiss experts concluded 
that “over the past 20 years, 
all the trends in the sun that 
could have had an influence 
on the Earth’s climate have 
been in the opposite direction 
to that required to explain the 
observed rise in global mean 
temperatures.” 

As the sea surface temper- 
atures warm, they cause 
changes in atmospheric wind 
fields and circulations, and 
these changes are responsible 
for the changes in storm fre- 
quency, Holland said. 

Chris Landsea, science 
and operations officer at the 
National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric 
Administration’s National 
Hurricane Center, said the 
study is inconsistent in its 
use of data. 

The work, he said, is 
“sloppy science that neglects 
the fact that better monitor- 
ing by satellites allows us to 
observe storms and hurri- 
canes that were simply 
missed earlier. The doubling 
in the number of storms and 
hurricanes in 100 years that 


they found in their paper is 
just an artifact of technology, 
not climate change.” 

But Kerry Emanuel, a hur- 
ricane expert at 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, said the study 
was significant. “It refutes 
recent suggestions that the 
upward trend in Atlantic hur- 
ricane activity is an artifact 
of changing measurement 
systems,” said Emanuel, who 
was not part of the research 
team. 

Improvements in observa- 
tion began with aircraft 
flights into storms in 1944 
and satellite observations in 
1970. The transitions in hur- 
ricane activity that were 
noted in the paper occurred 
around 1930 and 1995. 

“We are of the strong and 
considered opinion that data 
errors alone cannot explain 
the sharp, high-amplitude 
transitions between the cli- 
matic regimes, each with an 
increase of around 50 percent 
in cyclone and hurricane 
numbers,” wrote Webster, of 
Georgia Institute of 
Technology, and Holland.
